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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant first argues that neither Granik nor Smith teaches encoding or decoding one or more ad properties included in a click URL 
wherein the one or more encoded ad properties include at least one of (1) information indicating how the ad was served, (2) information 
indicating advertiser charges, and (3) information indicating how the ad was selected as a candidate for serving. However Smith clearly 
teaches encoding information in URL, specifically "delivery parameters [and] transaction identifiers." See Smith at p. 9, paragraph 127. 
This information may be considered "information indicating how the ad was served." 

Applicant next attempts to distinguish the teachings of Smith by citing limitations from Applicant's specification. However, Examiner 
declines to read limitations from the specification into the claims. 

Applicant next argues that it would not have been obvious to combine Granik and Tomita. However, Tomita teaches clear, application- 
independent advantages to encoding binary date as an ASCII compatible string. See Tomita at p. 10, paragraph 213. 

Applicant finally argues that Tomita does not teach "representing each of one or more ad properties of an ad with a binary value." 
However, Examiner has only employed the Tomita reference to teach encoding binary data as an ASCII compatible string, so this argument 
is moot. 
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
